EDB in oats: 


weensy eggs

BEHIND the press report from the 
Department of Agriculture, caution- 
ing that small eggs might result from 
feeding hens oats fumigated with ethy- 
lene dibromide, lies the story of sev- 
eral men, and in particular the story 
of one egg producer. 

Poultryman S. F. Reid, Ft. Motte, 
S. C. first noticed small eggs from his 
flock of 12,500 hens in November, 
1957. He didn’t know the cause, but 
he started trying to find out. Reid got 
out his college textbook on feeding 
poultry, worked out a new feed ration 
for his birds, but still the small eggs 
kept coming. Nothing was found 
wrong with the birds or with the lay- 
ing mash. 

By March, 1958 he'd lost his mar- 
ket, his flock was producing twice as 
many small and pee wee eggs as they 
were large eggs, and about half of 
their total production was medium- 
size eggs. He was desperate by now, 
watching a year for profitable egg pro- 
duction go down the drain. 

For some time he'd suspected the 
oats he was feeding. When they'd 
been picked up from Commodity 
Credit storage in nearby St. Matthews, 
S. C., a slight odor had been noticed. 
Samples of the oats had been tested 
by the South Carolina Experiment 
Station at Clemson. Slightly more 
than an acceptable amount of ethylene 
dibromide (10 ppm) had been found. 
In feeding tests the oats had produced 
some small eggs. When the oats were 
re-treated with larger amounts of 
ethylene dibromide and fed to hens 
there had been a bigger drop in size 
of the eggs produced. 

USDA warns: “Oats fumigated with 
ethylene dibromide must be aerated 
thoroughly before they are fed to lay- 
ing hens to avoid possible losses in 
egg production.” 

But Reid isn’t certain airing the 
oats will remove the ethylene dibro- 
mide. He’s sure the 
ones he fed had 
lost their odor; at 
least it wasn’t no- 
ticeable. 

Reid has about 
1,500 pounds of the 
oats left and he’s 
holding on to them 
just in case he can 
get rid of them. 
He doesn’t want to 
feed them anyway.

“WHY NOT plan your production in terms 
of leaves per acre, rather than plants 
per acre?" asks Dr. W. G. Woltz of the 
N.C. Exp. Sta. 

What he means is this: For best 
yields and quality, you should plan your 
row width, spacing, and topping height 
in relation to each other. If you like 
to top high, for example, you should use 
wider rows or wider spacing than a grower 
who prefers to top low. 

The goal, says Dr. Woltz, should be 
to produce a moderate number of leaves 

er acre, since both quality and yields 
will be affected if you try to produce 
either too many or too few. In case of 
flue-cured, he suggests aiming for 
110,000 to 130,000 leaves per acre— 
around 6,500 plants topped at 16 to 20 
leaves per stalk. For burley, the prin- 
ciple remains the same but the figures 
probably would be somewhat higher. 








NEW BURLEY VARIETY will be available to 
Kentucky farmers this year. Called Ky. 
9, it has good resistance to black root 
rot, mosiac and is fairly high in re- 
sistance to wildfire, says W. D. Valleau, 
Ky. Exp. Sta. plant breeder. 

It will compete with Ky. 61 and 
Burley 21 in yyy resistance, but 


isn't guite as high in quality as Bur- 
ley 2l, Valleau adds. 


GOOD QUESTION for the ASC folks comes 
from N. J. Vollmer, a flue-cured grower 
in Franklin County, N. C.: "If I leave 
out every 5th, 7th, or 9th row as a 
truck or sled row, it will be deducted 
from my planted acreage. Why is it, then, 
that no deduction will be made if I leave 
out. only every 17th or 18th row to make 
it easier to lay down | my irrigation 
pipe?" 

FANTASTIC though it sounds, common cow's 
milk may be the answer to the tobacco 
mosaic disease problem. In cooperative 
tests by Dr. W. W. Hare of Mississippi 
State Univ. and Dr. G. B. Lucas of North 
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Carolina State College, a milk spray 

was applied to tobacco plants handled by 
workers whose hands had been contaminated 
with the mosaic virus. Result: Sprayed 
plants showed far less mosaic than those 
not treated. In another trial, workers 
dipped their hands in milk before 
handling plants—and again very little 
mosaic showed up. Lucas and Hare caution, 
however, that more testing remains be- 
fore milk spraying or dipping can be 
recommended to growers. 








PRICE INDEX REVISION by Secretary Benson 
has slowed the upward spiral in 90% to- 
bacco support rates. As of January 1 the 
burley rate under the unrevised index 
would have been 59.3 cents a pound; the 
revision lowered it to 57.4 cents. Flue- 
cured was lowered from 57.4 to 55.5 
cents. In both cases, however, the new 
rate is higher than the ‘58 support 
level; flue-cured is up 0.9 cent a pound, 
and burley is up a full 2 cents. 








ONE OF THE BIG cigarette companies has 
patented a process for applying tobacco 
flavorings while the plants are still 
growing in the field, rather than waiting 
until the tobacco is in the factory. The 
flavorings might be applied as a spray 
or dust, buried in the soil for the roots 
to absorb, or even injected directly into 
plants with a hypodermic needle. 








TOBACCO PESTS on way out? Maybe not, but 
better than 90% control of flea beetles 
and aphids resulted from several chemical 
sprays tried at the Ky. Exp. Sta. 

Of the chemicals tried, four "may 
be recommended in future years," says 
bug specialist Richard Thurston. Diazinon 
and thiodan controlled both pests. 
Guthion controlled flea beetles. Another 
chemical, heptachlor, now is recommended 
only for use on soil, and not as a 
foliage spray.

culation. This can damage piston and 
cylinder walls, wrist-pins, rod bear- 
ings, even the transmission and 
differential.

Can roughage pellets replace 
grain? 


CAN you forget about grain, start 
concentrating on raising grass and pel- 
leting it? Sounds strange, almost fan- 
tastic, doesn’t it? But Southern experi- 
ment stations are now trying pelleted 
grass as a fattening ration—replacing 
corn as the concentrate! 

These feeding trials are indicating 
that roughage pellets and grain meal 
rations come out about even when 
they're put up against each other. 
That’s enough in itself to send grass- 
rich Southern livestockmen into day- 
dreams. With even the best hay or 
green-chop, cattle can’t handle enough 
grass or legume through their digestive 
systems to get the same things they 
can with corn. But when it’s pelleted, 
the grass seems to act about like grain. 

“It looks like Coastal Bermuda pel- 
lets can do a pretty good job of re- 
placing corn for 100 days, at least,” 
says O. R. Brooks, superintendent of 
the Midville, Ga. Experiment Station. 

The Georgia test is showing a slight 
edge in daily gains for steers being fed 
Coastal Bermuda or alfalfa pellets over 
other steers being fed corn meal and 
minerals. The pellets have minerals 
in them, too. 

When Dr. R. F. Wheeler, South 
Carolina Experiment Station beef cat- 
tle specialist at Clemson, tried Coastal 
Bermuda pellets on steers in a fatten- 
ing lot, he found they would eat 4 to 
5 pounds of pellets a day even when 
they were also getting all of the grain 
they wanted. To him, that proved that 
cattle like the hay pellets, 

Coastal Bermuda is the grass being 
tried most often in Southern experi- 
ments. But what about bluegrass pel- 
lets, Dallisgrass pellets, or a lot of 
other grass-type pellets? It’s known, 
for example, that Sericea Lespedeza 
pellets provide Vitamin A_ content 
that'll compare with alfalfa pellets 
when fed to steers, hogs, poultry and 
turkeys. 

Glen O'Dell, dairy specialist at 
Clemson, is discovering some interest- 
ing things about dairy heifers and pel- 
lets. In a test where limited amounts 
of Coastal Bermuda pellets were fed, 
the heifers gained well enough to 
prompt him to try another test, giving 
them all they would eat. 
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Fatten cattle on just pelleted Coastal Bermuda and minerals? That's 
all these steers on test in Georgia are getting. 


When the four heifers had Coastal 
Bermuda pellets before them all of 
the time, they ate 70 pounds a day for 
the first few days. After that they be- 
gan to slack off, dropping to 60 pounds 
a day. Their gains were good, too. 
Just how good won’t be known until 
the test is completed. 

How far will the final results of 


these tests, and others in the planning 
stage, go? Whether they'll answer the 


question “Can roughage pellets replace 
grain?”, can’t be guessed at this time. 
But it looks like they may. 

We think it'll be interesting for you 
to watch as the scientists roll back 
the curtain and piece together the 
answer. And it could be profitable 
whether you're feeding steers, hogs, 
poultry or milking cows—especially 
when you've got the grass to feed, but 
may be buying grain.

BLOAT is not unlickable! 


"VE just about decided there is no need to try to grow 

something else—just about anything else—rather than 
a legume pasture,” more than one Southern cattleman re- 
ports. 

And the farmer who may have once thought of plow- 
ing up a lush Ladino clover pasture (and there have been 
reports of some farmers who actually plowed up legumes) 
now keeps a careful watch on cows when they're turned 
out to graze on a legume. 


When the first sign of bloat shows, it’s time for some 
pretty fast action. Cows have been known to die within 
half an hour. Usually, though, a cow that has been 
bloated for two hours and is not showing signs of 
being too uncomfortable will recover almost by herself, 
points out Don Jacobson, Kentucky Experiment Station 
dairy specialist. 

Mississippi Experiment Station researchers have found 
that 75 milligrams of penicillin salt will reduce the num- 
ber of cases of bloat. In a 28-day test, bloat was reduced 
by 70% when the penicillin salt was added to one pound 
of mixed feed and fed to the steers. Just before treat- 
ment all of the steers had bloated on a Ladino clover 
pasture. 


Bloat was also reduced when penicillin salt was given 
to steers in a capsule. But control was only 35% to 41% 
in three trials where capsules were used (One salt mixture 
containing penicillin is on the market as a bloat preven- 


tive.) 
For those animals which the treated salt doesn’t help, 
or for animals appearing highly uncomfortable, some- 
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thing else must be done. “Animals showing discom- 
fort from bloat should be treated immediately with a 
dose of vegetable oil,” recommends Jacobson. (See pic- 
tures below.) 

One cup of vegetable oil broke up the froth and gas 
which causes bloat, in tests at the Kentucky Experiment 
Station. It can be given to the animal either as a drench 
or through a stomach tube. Jacobson points out that 
corn oil, cottonseed oil or peanut oil may be used 

From the standpoint of preventing bloat, some re- 
searchers have suggested that fertilizing with phosphate 
cuts the bloat potential of legumes. Another researcher 
has reported cases of bloat when cattle were pastured on 
alfalfa fertilized with as heavy an application as 500 
pounds of 46% phosphate per acre. 

Quite promising as a preventive measure is use of an 
oil spray on legumes that are to be grazed, shows research 
in New Zealand. It’s pretty expensive, though. Usually 
enough vegetable oil is sprayed on the strip of legume to be 
grazed each day so that each animal will consume 2 to 3 
ounces of oil along with the roughage 

“Spraying with oil may be the most effective way to 
prevent bloat over an extended period of time,” specu- 
lates Jacobson. “But no method has yet been found which 
is 100% effective.” 

Usually, not more than one animal out of four which 
bloat will die 
lot lower, thinks Jacobson. But that doesn’t keep a farmer 
who has just lost a cow from being highly unhappy. And 
it doesn’t keep farmers the country over from losing an 
estimated $40 million a year from bloat 

“When you take into account the 
number of farmers who are afraid 
to grow productive legume pastures

the loss is even greater,” believes 
Jacobson 

Often a farmer who finds a dead 
bloated cow may become nervously 
watchful, wanting to treat every slight 
case of pulfiness 

“It's wise to be 
Jacobson. “But don't work yourself 
into a nervous state. Try to prevent 
bloat with penicillin salt, of

Mechanical tobacco harvesting 
ahead 


AST month we told you about bulk-curing and about how 

one North Carolina flue-cured crop was harvested with ex- 
perimental machinery, resulting in an almost completely me- 
chanized tobacco handling operation. An important part of 
the operation, of course, was mechanical tobacco harvesting. 

The experimental machine used picks the leaf and piles 
it in portable bulk bins at the rear of the platform. When 
full, the bins are removed and attached to a furnace unit for 
forced, hot air curing in bulk. Developed by Mr. Charles 
Suggs and Dr. William Splinter, North Carolina Experiment 
Station agricultural engineers, the picker pulls the leaf from 
something commercial pickers have never been 
Pulling is done with dual sets of rubber fingers 
working on each side of the stalk. The picker arm can 
easily be adjusted to the right height so that it'll pull ripened 
leaves only (For more details about operation of the 
machine see “Look Pa, no ‘hands,’” in March issue of

Several problems are yet to be solved. The picker can’t be 
idjusted to take care of individual plants in the row—reset 
plants of different height and maturity cause complications 
This means the stand must be uniform in size. 

Splinter says farmers will likely have to settle for a 5% 
field loss, once the machine is refined to the point of mini- 
num leat drop They've had trouble getting the leaves 
it the top of the stalk, and the percentage of tips left in the 
ield has, on occasion, run high 

But Splinter believes a change in topping practices would 


it least partially solve that problem Such a change has al 


ready proved itself in tests. W. G. Woltz, North Carolina 
Experiment Station tobacco specialist, has found that top- 
ping a plant at 12 leaves (about 30 inches) will not reduce 
yields, if more plants are set on an acre. (See FARM AND 
RANCH, May, 1958.) 

If this were to become a popular topping height, Splinter 
believes it would be possible to mount a mechanical primer 
on a high clearance tractor, and reduce the investment. 


Aside from its labor-saving advantages, mechanical harv- 
esting could have far-reaching effects on growing practices 
on the acreage control program, and on the present method 
of curing and handling tobacco. 

How long until commercial production of this machine? 
Dr. Splinter guesses three years. Here are some questions 
yet to be answered before farmers can go ali out for it 

“Can farmers get permission to sell machine harvested to- 
bacco on loose leaf markets, or in bales?” This one is im- 
portant (loose-leaf marketing is allowed now only in Georgia 


and Florida). 


“How will tobacco companies rate this tobacco?” 

Dr. Splinter does not believe quality of the leaf is seri- 
ously affected by the harvester. (And if the trend toward 
use of homogenized tobacco continues, much of the 7% 
of leaf broken and torn by the machinery might be usable by 
manufacturers.) 

About one thing Dr. Splinter is positive—he knows the 
harvester has a labor-saving potential of 90% or more,

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GREENHOUSES WITH 


Plastic under plastic 
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LESS heat was used and more profit was made when E. M. Emmert, Kentucky Experi- 
ment Station horticulturist, cut down on the height of plastic greenhouses and used a 
plastic ground cover. 

His “field type” greenhouses, shown here, are only 6 feet high, 10 feet wide and 150 
feet long. They're heated by one 66,000 BTU bottled gas (LPG) heater. Cost of heating 
that size greenhouse would range from $15 to $40, depending on the weather, says Em 
mert. He guesses that would be one-half to two-thirds of the cost of heating a conven 
tional, high-peaked greenhouse. 

Keeping the heat where it’s needed—on the ground and near the plants—was Em 
mert’s objective. To provide the heat he used 6-inch plastic pipes, laid along the ground 
near the lettuce. To keep the heat near the ground, he covered both the pipe and the 
lettuce with plastic, holding it 8 to 10 inches above the grouna with a wire framework 

In the test, Emmert used two layers of plastic for the outside covering. One of them 
had a thickness of two mils, the other %4 of a mil. For the ground cover he used two 34 
mil sheets of plastic.

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THE 10x 64-foot open-front calf 
barn you see on the opposite page 
was built by the tilt-up method, new- 
est idea in farm buildings. All walls 
and permanent partitions were cast 
of concrete, like floor slabs, then tilted 
into position with a tractor. Openings, 
roof pitch and bolts for attaching barn 
equipment were cast into the concrete. 
In addition to the practical cost of 
the building ($1.80 per square foot), 
Delton Flynn, Tryon, Okla. owner, 
thinks the labor-saving devices are 
some of its best features. For instance, 
to ease the job of feeding, openings 
were cast in the rear walls through 
which the calves are fed milk, grain 
and roughage. Calves have access 
to separate 20-foot runs. By using 
temporary partitions the eight per- 
manent pens can be increased to 16. 
First, Flynn placed concrete piers 
every 8 feet along the length of the 
barn. Two reinforcing bars were 
bonded in each pier. Forms for the 
wall panels were laid next. A bed of 
sand was placed in the forms, and 
over this was placed a sheet of 4 
mil polyethelene plastic. The plastic 
made a slick surface on the lower 
side of the panels which in the up- 
right position is the inside wall. The 
panels were cured for three days with 
a covering of moist burlap sacks be- 

fore tilting 
As the panels were erected, Flynn 
braced them temporarily until the 
columns could be cast. The columns 
were built by wiring a form on each 
side of the joint between panels. Re- 
inforcing bars in the columns were 
tied to the ones bonded in the piers. 
H-shaped columns hold the panels in 
place and also provide a construction 
joint which is necessary in Tryon’s 
clay soils. This joint is made by plac- 
ing a piece of plastic around the edge 
of one panel when the column is cast.

RANQUILIZERS FOR CATTLE 


How dopey do you want? 


AYBE you read, in the newspapers, about the “tranquilized” steal 

dinner demonstration in New York recently. Jensen-Salsbery Lab 
oratories furnished the steak, from steers injected with their “Diquel 
tranquilizer drug just before they were slaughtered. The diners, accord 
ing to the report, unanimously preferred the “tranquilized” beef to ordi 
nary steak. 

Publicity stunt? Maybe. But it did dramatize one of the most practical 
uses you, as a livestockman, may soon be making of tranquilizer drugs 
for real tranquilization of livestock. And therein lies a difference between 

@ Veterinary and sedative uses of tranquilizing drugs for livestock, with 
large doses of the drug. Doing veterinary surgery, for example, you can 
calm the breechiest Brahman with one shot of veterinary tranquilizer 

@ Feed additive use of tranquilizers. As a growth booster, you use only 
about one ounce of a tranquilizer like “Tran-Q” mixed into about /5 tons 
of feed and supplied day after day. That's not enough to affect the way 
the animal acts or looks, at all. It doesn’t actually do any tranquilizing 

@ Mild tranquilizing, by injecting or feeding just enough of the drug 
to relax the animal slightly. The easiest way to use the drug for mil 
tranquilization, apparently, will prove to be in the feed. But you'd 
supply much larger amounts of it per animal per day than you would for 
growth boosting, and you'd do it just for one or a few feedings 

Where mild tranquilization comes in now is in stress-conditioning 
Give it to calves before they're weaned, or to feeders being shipped from 
farm to feedlot, urge Jensen-Salsbery and Schering Corporation, to 

@ Reduce the excitement and uneasiness that weaning, shipping and 
new surroundings cause 

@ Make the animals easier to handle in shipment. “The animals aren't 
drugged or doped—just contented,” explains Jensen-Salsbery

At Canyon, Tex. cattle feedlot operator J. O. Parker uses tranquilizer 
injection at both ends of the trip. He injected one group of calves betor« 
shipping them from Colorado, then gave them another shot when they 
got to the feedlot to shorten and lessen the stress of getting settled 

How long does the effect last? Well, when Cravens Ranch held its sal 
near Oklahoma City recently, a cattheman from Wapanucka, Okla. ac 
cepted the ranch’s offer to have the bull he bought injected with tran 
quilizer before it was loaded for the haul home. The bull bred his first 
cow in his new home on the third day after he got there. How’s that for

But maybe 
what really means something to you is what it’s costing you, 
on your place, to support so many free-loading plant and 
animal pests. 

We believe—and this is opinion, but a lot of folks we've 
talked with agree—that putting some of the worst of these 
diseases, parasites and insects out of business is now the most 
challenging, most promising new “frontier” in farming and 
ranching 

We feel sure some of the articles we're scheduling for com- 
ing issues will help you figure out some ways you've never 
thought of before, to help develop this new “frontier” on 
your back doorstep. 


body starts screeching for quarantines, or eradication 
programs, or emergency aid, or control subsidies. 


The way it figures out, the average crop farmer or 
stockman could cut back to at least a quarter /ess 
acreage than he’s got now and still make more profit 
if he didn’t have to pay a toll to all kinds of these 
pests. If just the worst of *em could be cleaned up, 
nearly everybody that’s farming would be jingling so 
much more cash money he wouldn’t care much what 
parity is. 

It’s time to clean ’em up. With most of ‘em, it 
can be done. 

But whose job is it? 

I respectfully suggest, gentlemen, that it’s not 
yours. If it’s a case of real crisis, maybe then—if 
there’s no other way. But not just ordinary, every- 
day emergencies. Farmers have been dealing with 
them since Pocahontas. Why quit now? 

Take stuff like mesquite brush and shinnery oak 
in the Southwest, for instance. It’s powerful pesky, 
for sure.

To U.S. congressmen, state legislators and governors: 


F they haven't already, sooner or later somebody’'ll be 
around hollering for you to say yea or nay about a dif- 
ferent sort of “farm problem.” 

You see, we're just really wising up, in the farming coun- 
try, to what's actually been plain for a long spell. It’s plum 
goofy to stew about chemicals and fancy breeding and what 
kind of parity, to get a few extra pennies from a cow critter 
or a cotton stalk, then lose a dime or two bits out of every 
buck to bugs and diseases and the like. But we do. 


Now you take boll weevils, for one. South Carolina’s 
Bob Coker—one of the country’s smartest cookies about this 
farming business—can tell you what a potful of money 
they sneak off with. Or take corn borers, nematodes, brucel- 
losis in livestock, or you name it. There’s a slew of *em. 

Some of ‘em just smolder along like a stump fire. If my 
neighbor's got trouble with ‘em, that’s his ache. But if he’s 
incubating bugs that'll move over onto my place, that’s 
a different color of horse. So is when the bug or whatever 
it is gets to be a brush-fire epidemic. Then’s when some- 
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ments now foot the bill for half the cost of clearing it 
off. That's already the law. 

But why? President Eisenhower talks about pruning the 
cost of ACP, and you ought to hear the wails! Even the 
National Association of Soil Conservation Districts—made 
up of some of the most conscientious and able men in the 
country—gave Ike the devil for talking about making ACP 
conserve money, too. But is ‘dozing out brush or seeding 
down legumes conservation? Or is it just enrichment of 
the guy that owns the land—at us taxpayers’ expense? 
That brush is hurting nobody but the landowner—and him 
not much, or he’d pay for it himself! Some of Texas’ rich- 
est ranchers, for example, pocket the ACP limit of $1,500 a 
year for de-brushing their own pastures! 

But bugs—the germ kind and the six-legged kind—are 
hurting plenty of farms, bad. And a lot of it could be 
helped. 

Take boll weevils, again. There’s a real hot prospect 
we'll soon be finding out how to wipe 'em out altogether— 
“resistant” kind and everyday kind—or at least whittle ‘em 
down to our size. If we do, it'll be sorta like the Medfly 
in Florida, or the pink bollworm that Arkansas is just now 
getting up in arms about. If it can be done with weevils, too 
it'll be the greatest thing since Eli Whitney. And if it'll work 
with them, it probably would with all kinds of crop bugs. 

But whose job is it? Yours, in Washington? Yours, in 
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Where some of the worst “‘neighborhood” crop and livestock pests have hit hardest 


the state capitols? Or mine and my neighbor’s, in the cotton 
patches? 

Well, when it was fire ants, you decided it was yours— 
and all heck broke loose. (Note: See “Fireworks over Fight- 
ing Fire Ants,” in some editions of FARM AND RANCH, 
February issue, or ask for a reprint.) And—be honest, now 
—fire ants make a whale of a nuisance. But were they really 
endangering anybody? If I've got °em in my pasture, doesn’t 
it do me more good than anybody else for me to get shut 
of °em myself? 


Or take grasshoppers, like in the Southern Great Plains 
last summer. One governor dragged his heels about squalling 
for Uncle Sam to take over—and folks made like they'd fair 
lynch him! 

Sure, it’s rough, and terrifying, to see that plague moving 
in on you, and the devil with self-reliance when you're being 
ruined. But were the "hoppers really a menace to civiliza- 
tion? 

Because government and ranchers there did poison the 
tar out of ‘em last summer, the outlook is that hoppers’ll 
get nowhere near as bad this summer. But look at Jackson 
County, Okla. Uncle Sam helps pick up the tab any year 
for poisoning hoppers in range areas, but not in cropland 
areas. (Goofy, ain't it?) So Jackson County crop farmers 
commit hoppercide with their own hopper poisoning pro- 
gram, any time the bugs try to get smart. The losers, every 
time: grasshoppers. The winners, every time: taxpayers 

Then there’s all kinds of “social” diseases in livestock 
hog cholera, brucellosis, anaplasmosis and the like. They're 
the ones that spread from herd to herd, though they're 
nothing like as scary as foot-and-mouth disease. But plenty 
of livestockmen now figure it’s high time to quit shucking 
off a dollar or two out of every five bucks’ worth of live- 
stock raised—time to quit letting all those livestock germs 
roam free. In several states, farm organization and live- 
stock association groups aim to do something about it. And 
power to ‘em! It’s long overdue. (See “Livestock Disease: 
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Everybody's Problem,” August and December, 1958, or ask 
for a reprint.) 

Yet there’s plenty of argument about whether things like 
bovine brucellosis can be cleaned up voluntarily, area by 
area, or must have strict state laws to make it compulsory 
Well, in four counties in Alabama and Florida, hog growers 
pitched in to a cooperative, voluntary, vaccination-eradica 
tion program to mop up hog cholera, on their own. It 
worked. In other states, cholera germs laid low for years 
while hog growers gradually quit vaccinating at all. Warn 
ings and re-warnings from veterinarians and USDA did 
no good. Then last summer it flared up into one of th 
worst outbreaks yet in Virginia. Is that the taxpayers’ hard 


luck? 


The soil conservation districts mostly do their job—ACP 
squawk or not—without legal police powers or federal sub 
sidies. Why couldn't livestock conservation districts and 
crop conservation districts do it, too—at least until sure 
enough disaster hits? Do you really have to smother 
those pests with taxpayers’ money, or have a Federal Bureau 
of Pestigation? 

Where Texas Farm Bureau, for one, does make a power 
ful case for some state legislation: One stubborn or careles 
or hard-up crop farmer can incubate enough bug or germ 
trouble for a whole neighborhood, if not a whole state 
There's always at least one like that, anywhere. And that 
where purely voluntary cleanup falls short, for a fact 


If we're getting serious about cutting these worst crop 
and livestock pests off the farm “payroll” (and plenty of 
folks are)—you guys in the state capitols do have to tak« 
a small hand. In most states, you already have laws and 
agencies that'll let ‘em bottle up and scrub out epidemic 
bugaboos—like with the anthrax scare in Oklahoma in 1957 
But with the less scary ones, we're just getting started. We 
can go when we get what few laws it does take to do it 

Except for that—lay off, will you? Let agriculture see 
what it can do on its own, this time. [End] 
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Desk farming: What did you expect? 


SNIPERS—and Chairman Ellender of the Senate Agricul- 
ture Committee in particular who generally use Ezra Benson 
as a favorite target accused the Secretary of deliberately tam- 
pering with figures to raise the parity ratio before setting 
supports for 1959 crops. 

It's quite true that the Department used a new set of bases 
for figuring indexes this year. And . . . knowing Benson's 
feelings about supports, it’s easy to suspect he'd use every 
means at his command to hold them down—so long as 
troublesome (surplus) crops have minimum supports tied 
to “percents of parity.” 

Here’s what happened. To get a “prices paid” index the 
USDA figurers used 1955 as a measuring stick on today’s 
prices—instead of the period 1937-41 as before. And for 
a “prices received” index they used 1953-57 instead of 1937- 
41. Secretary Benson explained it as merely a matter of 
bringing them up to date. But it means cotton supports 
(at 80%) are about a cent lower than they would have been 
with the old method. And tobacco is two cents lower. 

Whether it was all deliberate . who knows? They say 
you can do anything with figures. But whether figures were 
purposely juggled or not . . . as long as farmers have their 
business run from a desk in Washington, they'll have to 
play by the rules laid down on those desks. 

Here is what Uncle says you get this year (some supports 
not announced earlier): 

Cotton: Choice “A”—30.4¢ (7% inch); extra long—52.9¢. 

Rice: $4.38 per hundredweight (75% of parity). 

Tobacco: Flue-cured—55.5¢; burley—57.4¢ (90% of par- 
ity) 

Soybeans: $1.85 per bushel (64% of parity). 

Cottonseed: $34 per ton; $38 for home-stored in loan 
(57% parity). 

Corn: $1.12 per bushel (90% of average price; higher 
than 65% parity). 

Barley: 77¢ per bushel (Grade 2). 

Oats: 50¢ per bushel (Grade 3). 

Farm Legislation 


Senate committee has asked Secretary Benson to spell out 
his legislative proposals for wheat, first, then tobacco, pea- 
nuts, etc. He has agreed to do so. Then they'll pick his 
package apart. Chance of a big farm bill still looks slim 
from here. 

Senator Talmadge (D-Ga.) was overheard at break-up of 
a committee hearing saying: “We may not get our direct 
payment bill through this session, but we will get it later.” 
Happy Day! Then you can go to the mail box—hat in hand, 
of course—to collect your very profits from the Great White 
Father in Washington. 
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Cotton Committee in both houses put on a good show 
here for the home folks, to get emergency legislation that 
would let them transfer cotton allotments (leasing farmer to 
farmer within counties). But that’s about all it amounted 
to. Rep. Cooley (D-N.C.) wasn’t excited about it. Secre- 
tary Benson came out against it. And even Vice-President 
Nixon was rumored to be poking his finger in because “the 
West” doesn’t want it. Besides, it was too late. 

Watch for a squabble over the cotton export subsidy pro- 
gram. Ike “sicked” the State Department on it after re- 
turning from Mexico. They'll put up a howl that could 
cripple the program. 

A pointer to legislation for the future just might be read 
into the vote of Maryland tobacco growers, who on Feb- 
ruary 24—for the first time—failed to approve marketing 
quotas. The fact that 35% of them voted against the pro- 
gram may mean that farmers are starting to read the signs 
of disaster written in shrinking allotments and lost markets. 
But alas, what’s more likely is that when they vote again 
(as they must next year, by law) . . . they'll “get out the 
vote” and vote quotas in again. 

Thoughts That Pass In The “Fright” 

You heard about the “shavetail” congressman who put 
his student son on his payroll for (almost) $12,000 a year, 
and the 60-odd others “working” their wives and children. 
Now the congressmen want a $14,000 executive assistant 
apiece (they have so many children the “paper” jobs won't 
go ‘round). But you haven't heard what goes on over on 
the Senate side—where each man has far more to spend. 
Over there the records are “not available.” 

We have congressional investigations of rackets. Now 
why can’t we have investigations of the congressional racket? 

. . . At least the Teamsters and the Juke Box artists are 
operating in the black. These guys are robbing us blind on 
an unbalanced budget. 

The balance-the-budget-boys are a little like a church 
congregation on Sunday morning . . . they want everybody 
else to listen. Secretary Benson has permitted nearly every 
agency in USDA to increase its expenses and personnel since 
he has been in office (it’s not all built-in). And Ike has 
upped the White House budget again this year. Both bud- 
gets are the highest in history. 

When will the Extension Service, a USDA-state agricul- 
tural agency, stop trying to prove its worth by citing the 
number of people it reaches? It “reached” 21 million families 
last year—five times as many families as there are farmers 
. .. does this mean only a fifth of the effort was with farmers?

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New North Carolina seed test tells how 


plants will grow after germination 


Ticy call it the “TZ” test—short for tetrazolium test— 
in Raleigh, N. C. where it got its start. And it just about 
makes the “rag doll” seed test look primitive. It’s a seed 
“quality” test that’s quicker and surer than any developed 
yet. In Raleigh and a few other places you can take your 
seed to a testing lab or seed house for an analysis with the 
TZ test. It'll take just a few hours, and you more 
things about your seed than you'd have thought anybody 
The test must be made by someone who's

could find out 
well trained, however. 

Dr. Robert P. Moore, crop researcher at North Carolina 
State College, worked out this new seed testing trick. Be- 
sides being much quicker than the standard germination tests 
(which require several days or even several weeks) the TZ 
test: 

@ Shows what's wrong with the seed—mechanical injury, 
aging, damage from moisture or temperature, disease or- 
ganisms, etc. 

@ Shows the quality of any seed more exactly than does 
any other known method. Take the ordinary seed tag, on a 
bag of any kind of field seed. “Germination, 95% ,” 

That sounds pretty good, and you want a good stand. So

you buy that seed, and plant it carefully. 
When it comes up, you see the results: Maybe two-thirds 
of the seed came up; a third of them never made it 
Even a lot of the seedlings that did sprout are crooked, 
twisted weak They'll go down at the first bit of 
trouble—cold, wind. Your turned

insects or seedbed has 
out to be a deathbed. 

Why? The answer, partly: Most germination tests don’t 
tell the whole story about seed quality 

The “rag doll” seed test might have been good enough 
But it isn’t 
good enough for today, when most seed crops are harvested 
and processed mechanically—and a high percentage of them 
often getting mutilated in the process. 

In fact, Dr. Moore isn’t so sure that the “rag doll” test 
was so good in the old days. Many seed that would sprout 
in a warm laboratory just wouldn’t make the grade in a 


for the days when seeds were handled by hand 


cold, wet field. 

To help prevent low germination percentage and low qual- 
ity seed in the first place, Dr. Moore suggests: 

@ Lessen mechanical injury in harvesting 
harvesting machinery to a bare minimum, avoid excessive 
“drops” (from elevator to bin, for example), stop using 
combines as and instruct all 
cerned to take it easy when handling seed. 

@ Pamper seed after harvest. Storing seed while moist, 


slow down 


seed cleaners persons con- 


or at warm temperatures, causes them to degenerate, or “age 
prematurely,” as Moore puts it. This can happen with any 
seed, but especially with seed that have been injured me- 
chanically. “Aging” reduces the life and vigor of the seed.

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One way to start African violet leaf is in 3-inch pot 
filled with sand, vermiculite, or light soil mixture. 











AYBE you're one of those folks who’s always 

heard that African violets are so hard to grow 

that only experts should try to coax a blossom 

into existence. Or maybe you've already tried— 
and failed! But before you decide that growing African 
violets is definitely not for you—try it this way, just once, 
and we believe you'll be rewarded with a profusion of 
blooms! 

You can order or buy plants from a reliable nursery, of 
course, but if you have a friend who'll give you a cutting, 
it’s more fun to root your own. Select a medium-sized leaf 
or two with stems 1% inches long. Make a slit in each 
stem % inch deep. 

Just for curiosity’s sake you might try rooting one leaf 
in water and one in a pot filled with dampened vermiculite. 
It should be interesting to watch the difference in develop- 
ment. 

Let’s start with the leaf to be rooted in water. 

@ First, get a small drinking glass or jelly jar. Fill it 
with water just to the point where the slit in the leaf 
stem will be barely covered. Rain water or distilled water 
is best (or you can use refrigerator frost melted at room 
temperature). Adding charcoal to the water will keep it clear. 

@ Now stretch waxed paper over the mouth of the jar 
and secure it with a rubber band. Make a hole with a razor 
blade, and insert the slitted stem. The hole should be 
small enough to keep the stem from slipping farther down 
into the water. 

@ Place the jar in a good light just out of direct sunshine. 
For your own information you might want to label the jar 
with the variety of the plant and the date you started the 
rooting. 

Now let’s start the other leaf in a pot. Use a 3-inch pot 
with sand, vermiculite, or a light soil mixture (the type you'd 
find under a privet hedge or in the woods, with plenty of 
leaf mold). Avoid stiff, clay-type soil. Horticultural vermicu- 
lite has given very good results because it’s highly porous. 
The tiny feeder roots can push through it with ease, it 
allows plenty of air to reach the roots, and it has high 
water-holding properties. 

Second, dip the rooting in hormone powder and gently 
brush off all excess. Poke a hole in the planting mixture 
with a pencil and set stem about 1 inch deep. 

Third, set the pot in a small bowl so it can be watered 
from the bottom. Keep soil moist but never soggy. Place it 
in a similar location to the one started in water. 

Don’t expect too-quick results. Some violets root much 
more quickly than others. But you can expect tiny hair 
roots to form within 2 to 4 weeks. When you can see 
the roots on the one in the glass, it’s time to transplant it 
to sharp sand or vermiculite, just as you did the above. 

There'll soon come a time when new leaves begin to show 
on your cuttings. The big mother leaf must now be re- 
moved; this can be done by cutting it off near the surface of 
the soil. Or you can gently tear it off by holding the un- 
potted plant under softly running, lukewarm water. If 
at least 1% inch of stem remains on the parent leaf it can 
be rooted again. 

But we must get to potting the baby plants. Choose a 
5-inch pot and set one arching piece of crock over the 
drainage hole and add two or three more pieces before 
filling in the soil. A potting mixture of “% horticultural 
vermiculite and % soil (sand, leaf mold and garden soil) 
plus one teaspoonful of bone meal per pot is excellent. 

At this stage, if you have some plastic vegetable bags on 
hand, carefully place one over each pot. This little tent 
keeps moisture sealed in, keeps out drafts and chills. Con- 
tinue to water from the bottom with lukewarm water. 
Water from the top when you apply fertilizer (a mild kind 
made especially for African violets which can be purchased 
at your garden supply store). 

After your African violet is (Continued on next page) 
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on its way to producing its first 
bloom, here’s a few hints to keep it 
thriving: 

Don’t get cold water on the leaves. 
It will cause white rings to form. 

Do remove dust with a flat. camel’s- 
hair brush. 

Do set the plant near a window that 
has a thin curtain shading. If your 
hand makes a faint shadow, there is 
enough light. If leaves bleach out, 
the light is too strong; if they grow 
long without blooms, there’s not 
enough light. 

Do remove flowers as they fade. 

Do keep the plant in a room (they 
love the humidity of kitchens and 
laundries) where the daytime tempera- 
ture is 70 to 75 degrees; nighttime: not 
below 60. : 

Pests and disease are rare for Afri- 
can violets. They occassionally get 
mealybugs, but a touch of alcohol on 
a cotton-tipped match will control 
them. Cyclamen mites sometimes 
stunt and deform the plant. Control 
with rotenone spray with nicotine sul- 
fate, or sodium selenate. 

New varieties of African violets are 
being developed every week. There 
are singles, doubles, trailers, giants, 
and those with serrated foliage. Blos- 
soms are white, blue, pink, white with 
blue and lavender markings, reddish 


lavender with white edges, fringed 


pink, and on and on. 
But when you get your own first 


blossom, you'll say it was worth all 
the trouble! [End]

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Dress up your place with vines! 


NEED to screen off an ugly view? Or maybe your house 
needs a shield from the sun and you're too impatient to 
wait for a tree to grow! Or perhaps you'd like a mass of 
color up there on the bare-looking corners of your house. 
Vines are what you need! 

If you're in a big hurry for growth, choose an annual. 
Plant annuals from seed after you're sure that spring is 
here to stay. In the South, seed them outside where they 
are to grow. Here are the most popular annuals and their 
special uses: balloonvine, light decoration; cardinal-climber, 
for dainty tracery; cathedral-bells, quick screen; gourds, 
fruit and quick shade; hyacinth-bean, quick shade; moon- 
flower, quick shade, evening show; morning-glory, for color 
and screen; nasturtium (climbing) for cuttings, trellises; 
scarlet-runner bean for bright color; and sweetpeas, mainly 
for cuttings. 

The perennials are more numerous, and if you don’t need 
a rapid grower, you'll enjoy the finely cut foliage of the 
silver lace vine or one of the clematis group. The clematis 
will rove lovingly over stumps, rock piles, fences and posts, 
turning such eyesores into spots of beauty. And if you want 
a softening effect for the cold and austere corners of your 
two-story home, choose one of the showy climbers like the 
trumpet-creeper, trumpet honeysuckle or wisteria, 

Before planting perennials, spade up an area that allows 
ample room for the roots to spread. A well-drained, moist 
spot is good. Ordinary garden loam is fine (use a little sand 
if soil is heavy). Set the collar of plant | to 2 inches below 
surface of ground, then firm the soil around roots. Many

COLLECTORS’ 


A FATHER was telling me the other 
day of his four year old son’s prayer 
the night before. It went something 
like this: “Thank you God for trains 
that whistle ank you for my pretty 
mother— and for penguins—and for 
refrigerators that keep things real 
cold.” 

All homemakers, too, are thankful 
for refrigerators —even though, like 
most things, we take them for granted 
until something goes wrong and we 
discover how dependent we are upon 
them. 

One of the greatest joys of a re- 
frigerator is that we are able to pre- 
pare things ahead of time. As every 
hostess knows, this is such a great 
help in preparing for guests or a party. 
I find it a necessity. It is also a help 
in preparing meals for just the family 
—particularly at very busy times. 

This month I'm giving you recipes 
—all of which can be prepared ahead. 

My husband says I love any kind 
of “goulash.” (He uses the term very 
loosely.) He even tells people that if 
he weren't looking I'd chop up sir- 
loin steaks and make some kind of 
“goulash!” 

However, one of the “goulashes” 
that he always enjoys is spaghetti the 
way we have it. 

It has always been one of my favo- 
rite dishes. In the early years of my 
marriage it was my standard dish when 
we had friends in. The reasons were 
simple. I was certain about the way 
it would turn out. It could be pre- 
pared the day before. Very little table 
serving was involved as it was placed 
on the table in a tureen. It was a 
meal in itself. (Serve with grapefruit 
salad. Add artichokes and cream 
cheese balls if you like. Buttered 
French bread is perfect with spa- 
ghetti.) 

Oh yes! It was also very econom- 
ical!

Now 
place the ground beef in the skillet.

Stir constantly and let cook until the 
meat is greyish in color. Add the first 
mixture and the tomatoes to the meat. 
Add seasoning to taste. (It is best if 
seasoned highly. This is a “taste-as- 
you-go recipe.) If mecessary, add a 
little water. Let the mixture cook on 
very low heat from 1% to 2 hours. 
Use a tight fitting top during this pe- 
riod. 

Cook the spaghetti as directed on 
the boxes. Drain and run cool water 
over it in a colander. Add it to the 
meat and vegetable mixture after the 
latter has cooked the 1%-hours. Mix 
well. Add more water if necessary. 
It may now be placed in the refrig- 
erator until you are ready to heat and 
serve it. 

The grated sharp cheese is added 
to the hot mixture just before serving. 
Stir in well until the cheese is melted. 


Congealed Vegetable Salad 


1 cup finely 
shredded cabbage 

Ve cup grated 
carrots 

1 cup chopped 
celery 

1 small onion

This salad would go well with the 
spaghetti also. 

Soak the gelatin in the cold water 
for several minutes. Pour the boiling 
water over the gelatin and stir well. 
Add salt, sugar, lemon juice and vin- 
egar and stir. Allow this mixture to 
cool and thicken slightly in the re- 
frigerator. When slightly thickened, 
add the olives and vegetables. Mix 
well. Place in refrigerator again until 
it is firm. Serve on lettuce leaf with 
mayonnaise. 


Pineapple Dessert 


Ya cup broken 
pecans 

1 teaspoon vanilla 
Pinch of salt 

1 small can crushed 
pineapple 

1 cup sugar 


1 stick oleomarg- 
arine or butter

Don’t be half safe 


FROM the commercial world of ad- 
vertising I lift a slogan, “Don't Be 
Half Safe.” To most of the peoples 
of the world the words are meaning- 
less. To Americans who know that 
social acceptability and financial suc- 
cess depend on what you dab, rub, 
squirt, spray or roll on under your 
arms, the words are very meaningful. 

To me the words, “Don’t Be Half 
Safe,” have a larger, deeper, richer 
meaning. Was not this the word of 
God to the world when Christ came? 
To a world whose religions were in- 
adequate for human need, did not 
God cry, “Don’t Be Half Safe”? Was 
not this the message of Paul and the 
Disciples? 

It is our Christian belief that man- 
kind is half safe, and only half safe, 
until it knows Jesus Christ and the 
Father God for whom He speaks. A 
Christian is supposed to be more than 
half safe. He is supposed to be wholly 
safe. But are Christians really safe 
in this sense? 

A few are. We all know that. But 
most Christians are not. Most of 
them are satisfied to be one-tenth, one 
quarter, or just “half safe.” Very few 
really accept Jesus Christ as Lord. 
Very few surrender the whole of life 
to Him. Very few go forth to live 
wholly for Him, making whatever 
sacrifices are called for. 

How many Christians do you know 
whose lives, at home and away from 
home, express the great spirituality, 
the great kindness, the great honesty, 
the great purity, the great helpfulness 
that was so characteristic of Him? No, 
most of us are satisfied to be half safe, 
or less. Too many are convinced that 
believing the right things about Him is 
enough. We forget, however, that we 
are not Christian until the things we 
believe shape the lives we live.

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What to plant on banks and rock walls 


IS your landscape problem a rough, 
old rock wall—or a deeply-shaded 
slope grass won't grow on? Then 
make a thoughtful selection from the 
plants listed here and watch your 
“problem” resolve itself into an at- 
tractive lawn scene. 

To plant an old rock wall, use a 
crowbar to pry rocks apart, adding 
small pebbles or rocks to form crev- 
ices for plants. Chink corners with 
peatmoss or rock chips if water tends 
to run away too fast. Fill crevices 
with good top soil using a spatula or 
pancake turner. Punch downward 
slanting holes for seed or plant roots. 

If you're planning a new rock wall, 
then plant as you build. Tamp gritty, 
porous topsoil into all places where 
plants are to grow. Avoid overhang- 
ing ledges, because water never 
reaches the plants underneath. Slant 
your wall back slightly to offset thrust 
of the bank behind it. 

@ If your rock wall or bank is in 
full sun, plant creeping veronicas, 
golden alyssum, garden pinks, ever- 
green candytuft, moss phlox, red 
thyme and dwarf columbines. Also 
good for sunny exposures are the small 
rosettes and tufts like the semper- 


vivums (all kinds), dwarf thrifts, 
dwarf pinks, ajuga and dwarf iris. 

@ If the wall or bank is in the shade 
(or partial shade), plant fringed bleed- 
ingheart, blue phlox, ebony spleenwort 
and hepaticas. 

@ For a large, rambling bank, use 
spreading plants like the lavender, 
hardy verbenas, wooly veronica, sun- 
roses, moss phlox or cerastium. Suit- 
able for low walls and low banks are 
the Dahlborg daisy, blue gem agera- 
tum, Siberian wallflowers, signet and 
pygmy marigolds, Tom Thumb vis- 
caria, fairy linarias and sanvitalia. 

@ There are a number of dwarf 
shrubs that will be beautiful among 
your flowering plants. Use them as 
borders along a wall or as dividers on 
a bank. Choose them for their flow- 
ering, foliage or evergreen effect. The 
flowering ones are: azalea hinodegiri, 
Cydonia Knaphill scarlett, garland- 
flower, hypericum sungold, sandmyrtle 
and Scotch heather. Choose these for 
foliage: Canby pachistima, dwarf 
blueleaf, artic willow and teucrinum 
These are evergreens: Alberta spruce, 
dwarf Japanese yew, garlandflower 
and creeping junipers.

Oats silage may 
top grain yields 


DAIRYMEN whose oats fields show 
signs of low grain yields this spring 
might be far ahead of the game, if 
they harvest the crop as silage and 
feed it next winter. 

“Tonnage yields won't compare with 
those from Atlas sorgo and other 
standard silage crops, if planted strict- 
ly for silage,” says R. B. Durham of 
Era, Cooke County, Tex. “But the 
silage may be worth more than a 
grain crop.” 

Like a growing number of Cooke 
County dairymen, Durham put up 
his last year’s oats crop as silage, and 
had good success with it. His 30 
acres yielded only 120 tons—about 
half what could have been expected 
from standard silage crops. But he 
still figured it worth more as silage 
than as grain, with the expected low 
grain yields. Too, low prices for grain 
and a thin stand to begin with made 
it more profitable to ensile the crop. 

Feeding value of oats silage proved 
to be good. Milk production from his 
milking strain of 37 cows held to a 
year-around 9,000-pound average per 
cow. “I’ve had to hay a little less this 
winter, too, and the cows don’t scour 
quite as badly,” he says. 

However, spoilage has been greater 
in oats silage than in Atlas sorgo, 
which is normally planted on Dur- 
ham’s farm each year. But he figures 
spoilage in oats silage may have been 
caused by harvesting the crop too 
far past the dough stage for good 
keeping. —Norris Jackson

UNTIL NOW, most of the big news in 
livestock feeding has been for feed- 
lot operators finishing cattle and 
sheep on full, concentrated rations. 
And that’s where the newest gain 
boosters already approved for every- 
day farm use—like “Tran-Q” for beef

At Lima, Montana, Wayne Mont- 
gomery, Jr., tried “Tran-Q” as a 
growth booster for a group of 1,500 
range steers. He filled self-feeders once 
a week with pelleted supplement of 
salt, mixed grains, cottonseed oil meal, 
alfalfa, molasses, minerals and antibi- 
otic. He put 700 of the yearlings into 
one set of pastures so they'd get only 
this supplement—from May 1 to Oct. 
4. The other 867, in different pastures, 
got the same supplement in a pellet 
which also had 1.67 milligrams of 
“Tran-Q” per pound of feed (about 70 
cents worth per head for the 140-day 
period). 

The average profit for all the steers 
was $58.66 over feed costs. But by 
Oct. 4 the steers which got the tran- 
quilizer (probably about a third more 
of it than was really necessary) in their 
pellets cleared an average of $9.62 
each more than the others—even after 
the “Tran-Q” was paid for. 

For John Briggs and Sons, Dell, 
Montana, it figured out to about $3.77 
more per head (heifers and steers) 
with the tranquilizer, in the pelleted 
range supplement, than without it. 

We predict that’s the coming thing 
in pasture livestock production. [End]

Freshest idea in dairying

@ Contracted feed supply. Near Cedar Hill, Tex. dairy- 
men Randall and Edgar Ground last year did it with two 
neighbors. The Ground brothers contracted with neighbors 
Alton Elerson and Leon Baumer to grow silage crops on 
their land for the Grounds’ milk herds. Price per ton was 
about $3.50 when the Grounds used their own equipment 
to harvest and haul it to their silos. 

This year Randall Ground is offering the same proposition 
to neighboring crop farmers: to plant a silage crop on any 
idle land, for a guaranteed price and guaranteed market. 

At Lancaster, Tex. custom machine operator and crop 
farmer Olin Curry works it from the other end. He grows 
forage-type sorghum on rich bottom land, to chop and de- 
liver to the silo (with his own equipment) to any dairyman. 

@ Contract raising of herd replacements. We told you, 
in previous issues, about how this one was working in several 
places in Texas, like at Rocking-A-Bar Ranch. 

Although some of the early “experiments” with contract 
calf raising have since been discontinued, nobody who took 
part in them found anything wrong with the deal. It still 
looks like one of the best ideas yet for dairymen. 


Whirl, Pool? 
Cow pooling—whether you call it integration, cow board- 
ing, cooperative milking, industrialized dairying or contract 


milking—is the hottest idea to hit dairying in a long time. 
{t's net brand new; one way or another, some cow pools have 


been operating for years. But the idea is just catching fire. 

Most spectacular of the cow pools is at Meservey, Lowa. 
It’s a cow boarding contract between its imaginative “pro- 
moter,” young Claude Morris, and several herd owners. 
They “sign” over their cows to him for three years, at $30 
per head per year, plus actual costs of all feed, labor, etc. 

That can scare you a little, because it protects Morris all 
around but the cow owners very little. (You can write 
FARM AND RANCH for a facsimile of Morris’ “Fashion Farm” 
contract agreement or for a folder about how cow pools 
work.) But Fashion Farm is clicking; the cow owners who've 
signed up must like it. 

A different kind is the Hi-Roe milking cooperative at Mon- 
roe, Utah. Each member feeds and manages his own herd, 
but cows are milked cooperatively, by hired labor, and there's 
a service charge of 25 cents per head per day for use of the 
co-op parlor. 

The Cochise County, Ariz. pool isn’t actually either co-op 
or contract. Stephens’ neighbors, Tom Kerr, Eugene Olsen 
and Russell Cauldwell—are just “junior partners” with him. 
They do pay Stephens 45 cents per day per cow for grain 
and the use of the equipment, but do their own milking. 

Even this simple pooling arrangement has all kinds of ad- 
vantages and savings. Not the least of them is relief from 
cow milking’s worst drawback (“It’s so dad-burned regular”) 
When Stephens or his partners want to take off on a vaca- 
tion, they can go—and leave the squirts behind them. [End]

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Hay formulas 
for dairy cows 


MAYBE you've been saving all your 
“best” hay for the cows on milk and 
letting the calves take the rough stuff. 

Or maybe you give your best hay to 
your calves. 

Or maybe you just think you give 
your best hay to the youngsters. 

Some recent tests by Dr. W. A. 
Hardison, dairy specialist at Virginia 
Experiment Station, Blacksburg, Va., 
show that the best growth-promoting 
hay comes from early first and second 
cuts. Late first-cuts are not the same, 
or as good. 

His studies also showed that calves 
getting this high-quality roughage re- 
quire much less grain in the raising. 

Using a mixture of timothy and al- 
falfa, he fed three groups of heifers 
first-cut hay, free choice, with 2 
pounds of grain; and the third got late 
first-cut hay with 4 pounds of grain a 
day. (Total digestible nutrient content 
was 62% for early first-cut, 54% for 
early second-cut and only 40% for 
late first-cut hay.) 

At the end of the 26 weeks, both 
groups on the early cuttings, with only 
2 pounds of grain, had averaged 1.6 
pounds of gain per day. The group 
getting 4 pounds of grain and the late 
first-cutting of hay averaged nearly 42 
pound per day less—1.2 pounds, 


What Kind of Hay? 


In another test, Dr. Hardison fed 
three groups of calves the same ration 
from four days old to six months, 
varying only the type of hay. One 
group got alfalfa, another timothy and 
the third oat straw. Hay was before the 
heifers at all times. 

The calves consumed about the 
same amount of each—and gained 
about the si e first 7 to 8 
weeks. 

After that, the alfalfa calves started 
to eat more hay than either of the 
other groups. And the timothy calves 
consumed more than the oat-straw 
calves. 

As soon as milk feeding was stopped, 
the straw-fed heifers started to fall 
behind the others in gains. And at 
about four months, the timothy heifers 
started dropping behind the alfalfa 
group. 

At six months, the alfalfa group 
averaged weighing 360 pounds. The 
timothy group averaged 335 pounds. 
The group fed straw averaged 290 
pounds. [End]

LATEST TOBACCO FUSS... 


Are chemicals cutting quality? 


BY BILL KENNEDY AND BILL HUMPHRIES 


TOBACCO companies are growing 
more and more critical of practices 
which they say lower the quality of 
tobacco leaf. 

Few folks in the industry deny that 
farmers—in their everlasting struggle 
to get higher yields and more for their 
labor and investment dollar—follow 
practices that often lower tobacco 
quality. In recent years, they have 
been accused of using high-yielding 
varieties of low quality, too much or 
the wrong kind of fertilizer, excessive 
irrigation, too-thick spacing, high top- 
ping and immature leaves. The grow- 
ers are also charged with misuse of 
chemicals — including fumigants, in- 
secticides and others. 

Cigarette manufacturers have at- 
tacked all these practices one time or 
another. There have been many disor- 
ganized efforts to get farmers concen- 
trating on quality—and they have met 
with poor success. 

The MH-30 story: Latest squawk 
by cigarette companies (the farmers’ 
customers) is against the use of MH- 
30, a chemical product believed on its 
way to eliminating the costly problem 
of removing suckers from tobacco 
stalks. So loud have been their ob- 
jections that state experiment stations 
have backed away from chemical suck- 
ering. 

Only in North Carolina have spe- 
cialists come right out and said “. . . 
growers should not use MH-30 until 
further research can be done,” this 
by specialist S. N. Hawks. In Virginia, 
Maryland, South Carolina, Georgia, 
Kentucky and Florida they are more 
“cautious,” but are either quietly or 
openly discouraging its use. All have 
been supplied with condemning state- 
ments by the companies, especially 
exporters, by Tobacco Associates, Inc. 
and by some local farmer organiza- 
tions. 

Claim is that the chemical has detri- 
mental effects, particularly upon qual- 
ity of upper leaves of the plant. 

The other side of the story is that 
many farmers who have used MH-30 
like it. With them it’s simple arithme- 
tic—chemical suckering saves them 
about $30 an acre in production cost; 
and they so far note no reduction in 
grade or price because of its use.

MH-30 manufacturers (U.S. Rub- 
ber Co.) resent having the industry 
build a case on use of their product 
alone—claim it is merely one of many 
practices in which “misuse” can lower 
the quality. The company contends 
that chemical suckering can be done 
without damage to leaves—if it is 
done correctly. 
MH-30 is defined as follows: 

@ Treat only when the plant is in 
full bloom. 

@ Do not overdose. 

@ Wait for tobacco to ripen after 
treatment (no immature leaves). 

In the case of varieties, some of the 
“objectionable” ones have been kicked 
out through penalties in price sup- 
ports. This has also been proposed in 
some quarters as a stopper for MH-30. 
However, it’s freely admitted that 
spotting chemically suckered tobacco 
on the warehouse floor would be prac- 
tically impossible. And county ASC 
offices don’t cotton to the idea of more 
field inspection. 

As most folks see it, the final answer 
—one that would be satisfactory to 
all concerned—lies in changing the 
tobacco “program” so that it puts a 
good price premium on high quality 
grades . and takes away the em- 
phasis on high yields of low quality 
per acre, which is where the farmer 
now sees his profit. 

Once the grower’s profit is tied to 
the quality of his leaf, and the quality 
of what he takes to market is accu- 
rately measured, nobody will have to 
concern himself with which varieties 
or practices he used to produce it. 
The grower learns fast that way.

Note: North Carolina specialists 
also recommend this year that at 
least 25% of the nitrogen in mixed 
fertilizers used under tobacco on 
fumigated soils be in nitrate form. 
They say new studies at the experi- 
ment station indicate that ammon- 
ium forms can’t be converted rap- 
idly enough for full benefit in this 
case. 

They also express concern over 
build-up of chlorine from the com- 
bined sources of fumigation, fer- 
tilization and irrigation.

Here’s a dairyman! 


IT’S a man-size job to increase net 
worth from $1,000 to over $35,000 
in 17 years. Clifford Curry, a Me- 
Lennan County, Tex. farmer did it... 
on a 109-acre farm. 

Starting as a row-crop farmer on 
land financed by what is now the 
Farmers Home Administration, Curry 
used his land resources with skill. 

He added a few milk cows to his 
operation. But he checked the milk 
slips and feeding programs before 
buying the cows. “If you don’t get 
good stuff from the start and im- 
prove from there, you're going out of 
the dairy business,” he declares. 

By 1954, Curry was milking 25 
Holsteins, averaging 8,343 pounds of 
milk per cow. That wasn’t enough 
He put the new weigh-a-day-a-month 
program into operation to locate the 
boarders. The better cows were bred 
artificially, using semen from the best 
bulls available. By 1957 (the dry 
year), Curry’s 35-cow herd was aver- 
aging over 10,000 pounds of milk. 

That year his herd of Holsteins 
brought a gross income of $17,990. 
From this amount, Curry paid the 
family living expenses and all operat- 
ing expenses of the herd—$12,063. 
This included value of home-grown 
feed used, costs of commercial 
production and harvesting costs of 97 
acres of forage crops, payment of a 
bank loan for farm improvement, 
taxes and interest. This left a net of 
about $2,500, some of which was 
plowed back into the dairy business. 

“You've got to keep milk flowing 
in quantity,” Curry. He does 
it by breeding for year- around produc- 
tion, and feeding according to pro- 
duction. All cows get Atlas 
silage, green-chop, sudan for 
mer pasture and protein supplement. 
Replacement heifers get the same 
roughage as the milkers, plus some 
grain before freshening. 

Curry’s 97 
(Atlas hegari and sudan) all 
get the amount and kind of 
fertilizer—100 pounds of 16-20-0 per

Straight Talk 


OES America need saving? Or—a better question— 

can it be saved? The United States of America is fast 
becoming the Unionized Socialist State of America. A 
leading Senator told me recently that the best guess in 
Washington seems to be that we'll have 100% Socialism 
and a 10-cent dollar in 25 years. 

The Federal Government has become—not a union of 
sovereign states—but a monster which has become so power- 
ful, so complex, and so big that it is beyond comprehension 
—and maybe beyond control—of the people. Unless the 
people rebel soon—and I don't use the word lightly or 
loosely—I believe our nation is headed for bankruptcy, de- 
feat and destruction. Many Americans are too prosperous, 
too selfish, and too apathetic to concern themselves with 
anything except today. Others realize what is happening, 
but they’ve been seduced and are just relaxing and enjoying 
it. We'll never be saved by minority and special interest 
groups. We'll never be saved by the country club set. 
They're more interested in golf and gin rummy. We won't 
be saved by the school teachers and “intellectuals.” Too 
many of them can’t make the money they think they're 
entitled to under a supply-and-demand system. We can't 
depend on businessmen. They're too busy selling soap to 
save America. And most don’t want to jeopardize soap sales 
by engaging in anything “controversial.” 

In 1960 there is no chance of getting a Republican or 
Democratic nominee who is by mentality, experience or spir- 
itual quality worthy of being President of the United States. 

Nelson Rockefeller, the Republican Roosevelt, now ap- 
pears the most likely nominee for president. Rockefeller is 
not merely a rich politician, but a dedicated one-worlder. 
Averell Harriman, the New Deal opponent whom he recently 
defeated for the governorship of New York, said of Rocke- 
feller: “If he (Rockefeller) goes forward with the New Deal 
program and philosophy which he voiced in the campaign, he 
will get vigorous Democratic support in Albany. He has 
espoused the cause of Mr. Roosevelt and Mr. Truman.” 
And, I will add, Mr. Norman Thomas. 

“Rock” and Your Roll 

Rockefeller vs. Stevenson, or Symington, or Kennedy. 
That’s not a two-party system. That’s a one-party system. 
Rockefeller vs. Stevenson would be a primary election to 
determine the candidate of the Socialist-Labor-Internation- 
alist party. Tweedledum and Tweedledee. No issues. Mil- 
lions vs. millions. Glamor boy vs. glamor boy, Which twin 
has the Toni? Which can eat the most pizza pies? 

Many fellow-millionaires are in Rockefeller’s corner be- 
cause this inflationary prosperity has been good to them— 
why rock the boat? Some big businesses make many of 
their millions selling products to the government to give 
away to foreigners, and “The Rock” shapes up as the coming 
all-time give-away champ. 

Battling for the 1960 nomination, will Nixon emerge 
as a conservative or a liberal? Whatever it takes to get the 
nomination—that’s what Tricky Dicky will emerge as. He’s 
a rider of waves, not a leader. He'll ride whatever wave, 
right or left, will carry him farthest. 
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The Democratic party is no longer the South’s party. 
It belongs to the AFL-CIO and the socialistic Americans 
for Democratic Action. The Republican party belongs to 
the undertaker. The body should go unclaimed. 

Democratic Chairman Paul Butler has recently predicted 
that in 1960 the party would adopt its most “liberal” platform 
yet nominate a candidate the South would refuse to support; 
and that the South would walk out. The time to walk out is 
now! Stay in and change it? That's like trying to make a lady 
out of Liz Taylor—it’s too late now! 

Changing from Eisenhower to Nixon, Rockefeller, Sym- 
ington, or Kennedy is like leaving the soiled diaper on the 
baby and just changing the safety pin. 

The greatest enemy of man is, was, and always has been, 
government. And the bigger the government the bigger 
the enemy. 

Creeping Stupidity 

Less government and more responsibility means more 
human happiness. Some say our economic life is so com- 
plex that all these controls are necessary. Exactly the oppo- 
site is true. General Eisenhower, our President, has said 
that he may have to put controls on everything—just like 
wartime—to stop creeping inflation. That would be creeping 
stupidity. If he does so, except in case of hot war, he should 
be impeached. The controls should be not on the people, but 
on the President, the Congress, the bureaucrats, and the 
unions. 

Forcing a lid on a boiling kettle doesn’t prevent the ex- 
plosion. It causes it. The way to keep the lid on top is to 
take the fire off the bottom. Government is not preventing 
inflation but causing it. The President, the Administration, 
the Congress lack the courage to stop inflation. They haven't 
the guts to end union racketeering, unnecessary government 
projects, activities, workers, and waste. The great majority 
of them should be fired. 

Only Americans Can Defeat America 

We now have government by misrepresentation, a govern- 
ment which has discarded the Constitution, usurped the 
sovereignty of the states, robbed the people of their material 
wealth and their freedom, given away our substance to the 
world without end, and left us subject to defeat by a foreign 
power. The Socialists must be overthrown by ballots of the 
people or eventually the people will be overthrown by bullets 
of the government. 

Nations are never conquered from outside unless they 
are rotten inside.
